“Can you imagine five dentists 
for 350 children?” 


That was one of the many ques­ 
tions State Representatives Blaine 


Hocker and Jack Seltzer asked 
when they reported their findings 
at the Eastern States School and 
Hospital m Route I in Trevose, 
shortly after it opened May I. 


The question, posed as a criti­ 
cism of reckless spending on the 
structure, was put before a joint 
meeting of the House and Senate 
Appropriations 
Committees 
in 
Harrisburg. 


The question is a valid one and 
deserves an honest answer. 
And that answer siiould be “No 
— it is hard to imagine five den­ 
tists for 350 children.” 
But how do Assemblymen Hock­ 
er and Seltzer arrive at the con­ 
clusion that there will be five 
dentists assigned to the hospital? 
The gentlemen are obviously as­ 
suming this because there- are 


five chairs and three X-ray ma­ 
chines in the hospital dental 
suite. 
The fact is, five dental chairs 
do not mean five dentists. 
Treated Simultaneously 
It simply means that five chil­ 
dren can be treated simultane­ 
ously. A visit to any neighbor­ 
hood dentist will often disclose 
two and three chairs available 


even though only me dentist is 
on duty since some of the dental 
work can be handled by a dental 
assistant. In other cases, a pa­ 
tient may be required to wait in 
the dental chair after medication 
has been applied while the dentist 
works on a patient in another 
chair. 
Furthermore, only three of the 
chairs are regular dental chairs.

The other two are operating 
chairs. 
As for the three X-ray ma­ 
chines, this is not unusual since 
the X ray machines are a part of 
Ute dental chair equipment. 
Unlike a medical doctor’s office, 
the X-rays are mounted on a 
swivel arm at the side of Ute 
chair so that when a patient 
sitting in the chair requires X- 


rays, he does not have to gat op 
and move to another location. 
Criticism, if any, should be 
levelled at those responsible for 
providing Ute needed facilities 
without providing th e doctors, 
dentists, therapists and child psy­ 
chologists 
who 
would 
operate 
those facilities.

Message From Viet Nam 
Tape Record 
Short Kills 
Levittowner

A Levittown man, who kept in close contact with 
his family via tape recorded messages, was elec­ 
trocuted Sunday in South Viet 
Nam while taping a message. 
Mrs. Marge Messick today tried 
to hold back the tears as she 
played back some of the mess­ 
ages her husband, James had 
sent home from the Far East dur­ 
ing the past six months. She and 
her two daughters, Carol, IS, and 
Joan. 13, were anxiously awaiting 
official confirmation from the De­ 
partment of Defense en Mootkk’s 
accidental death. 
James R. Messick Jr., 41, of IS 
Mistletoe Lane, Magnolia Hill, 
was electrocuted late Sunday night 
while taping a message in his ho­ 
tel room in Quinhon, 380 miles 
north of Saigon. 


mort Circuit 
A military spokesman in Saigon 
saki death was caused by a short 
circuit in a hi-fi radio aet in Mes­ 
s i e r hotel room. The spokesman 
said that differences in electric 
current between Ute United States 
and Viet Nam apparently caused 
the short cirucit that sent enough 
electricity through Messick’s body 
to cause death. 
Messick, a much-traveled man 
had been working as a communi 
cations power supply supervisor 
for the Page Communications En 
gineers, Inc., of Washington. D.C., 
in the Far East since last No­ 
vember

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (UPI) - Debris found in the 
stormy seas in the Gulf of Alaska came from a miming 
military charter plane with Iii men, women and chil­ 
dren aboard, the Coast Guard said today. 


Northwest 
The 
four-engine 
Orient Airlines DC7 disappeared 
Monday shortly after requesting a 
routine change in altitude while 
on a flight from McChord A ir 
Force Base near Tacoma, Wash., 
to Elmendorf Air Force Base 
here. 
A Royal Canadian Air Force 
plane later notified the U.S. Coast 
Guard that it had sighted debris 
60 miles west of Graham Island. 
The plane last reported its posi­ 
tion as 150 miles northwest (4 
Ketchikan. Alaska. 


Finds Debris 
The Coast Guard cutter Sorrell, 
skippered by LL Cmdr. Claude W. 
Jenkins arrived upon the scene 
shortly after daybreak and re­ 
ported finding conclusive evidence 
that the debris had come from 
the plane. But the Coast Guard 
spokesman stressed that the plane 
did not necessarily crash in the 


ocean, but may have jettisoned 
cargo over the ocean. 


A spokesman aboard the Sorrell 
said the first ship on the scene, 
the Japanese ship Hose! Mare, 
had found a suitcase identified as 
being from one of the passengers. 


The Sorrell then reported dis­ 
covery of a life jacket and some 
women’s wearing apparel also 
identified as having come from 
the missing plane. 


A drizzling rain and damp fog 
covered the ocean as the little 
circle of ships gathered dehris 
from the storm-tossed surface. 
Ships reported at the scene in­ 
cluded the Hosei Mara, the tug­ 
boat Andrew Foss out of Seattle, 
the SS Chena, and the Coast 
Guard tug Albatross.

The suffering showed in his 
face as he lay richly-robed on a 
red-draped catafalque placed In a 
salon of the Vatican Palace. His 
gloved hands were clasped over a 
beloved crucifix.

A tall Noble guard, wearing 
plumed helmet and holding his 
sword at salute position, stood on 
either side of the 
which was flanked by four giant 
candles. 


Pope John had on soft, richly 
embroidered cloth slippers with 
soles that showed they had been 
worn.

Pope John XXIII 
called prayerfully for Christian 
unity. 
Ut unum stat," he said. "that 
they be one." 
After uttering Ute Latin words 
Pope John lapsed into the final 
coma that ended his life. 


'Ut unum stat” were Ute words 
of Jesus Christ at the Last Sup­ 
per. 


Throughout the agony of death 
ope 
John 
repeatedly 
voiced 
words of cornloft and inspiration. 
“Death is not an ending,” he 
told one of his doctors, Pietro 
Valdoni. “With death a new life 
begins, a glorification in Christ." 


Revealing for the first time the 
secret he had guarded so care­ 
fully for a year, Pope John said 
’I know very well what is toe 
matter with me and I also know 
that I have (oily three or four 
weeks of life." 
He had even less time than bo 
thought, for he died less diag 
two weeks later. 


Speaking of messages pouring 
into the Vatican, he s?id: “This 
interest ta toe Pope, who humbly 
represents the Lord, marks a new 
fervor of prayer, of thoughts and 
purposes of peace, the firm and 
clear conviction that what mat­ 
ters ta life is always what is ta 
toe spirit of the Gospel." 


They (doctors) say I have a 
tumor. Well, toe will of God is 
always done. I hope to close the 
< Ecumencial) Council and see 
peace ta the world. (But) don't 
worry about me because my bags 
are packed and I'm ready, even 
very ready, to go."

The last letter Mrs. Messick re­ 
ceived was postmarked from Sai 
gon on June I. 
Born in Philadelphia, Messick 
attended Drexel Institute of Tech 
oology. The Messicks were mar 
ried in Philadelphia in 1946. 
During World War ll. Messick 
served with the Navy in sub­ 
marine service. He held ratings 
of electrician first class and chief 
“He’s traveled around the world 
two or three times.” Mrs. 
sick reminisced.

The Pope died in his simple 
wooden frame bed at 7:49 p.m. 
<2:49 p.m., EDT) Monday, sur­ 
rounded by his his three peasant 
brothers and sister and a group 
of 
intimate 
associates 
ranging 
from cardinals and monsignors to 
the servants who had been with 
him for years. 
Outside in the wide square be­ 
fore St. Peter’s Basilica, a crowd 
of 100.0U prayed and wept for 
the pontiff at an open-air Mass. 
When his death was announced a 
great 
sob went 
up from the 
crowd. 


More tens of thousands are ex­ 
pected 
to throng 
the 
basilica 
Wednesday when its doors will be 
opened to mourners. The Pope's 
body will rest on a back-draped 
platform during the night. 


Prepare For C onclave 


Pope John was the 261st su­ 
preme pontiff of the Roman Cath­ 
olic Church and one of the best­ 
loved in modern times, but the 


evaluation of the dental suite, 
their criticism at finding an op­ 
erating room on the premises ap­ 
pears completely justifiable. 
This newspaper too. was shock­ 
ed to find such a facility, com­ 
plete 
with 
overhead 
operating 
light, a scrub room, a locker 
room for nurses, a locker room 
for 
doctors and 
an 
operating 
table. 
What was even more shocking 
was the fact that a spokesman for 
the hospital, when asked what the 
operating room would be used 
for, replied, "for minor accidents 
— in case we have to put sutures 
in a cut.” 
No Criticism 


As for the offices of a chiropo­ 
dist, and ear, nose and throat 
specialist, certainly there should 
be no criticism of such facilities 
in a hospital for children. 
It would seem short of ridicu­ 
lous to house- some 350 children 
in a hospital and have to trans­ 
port them to another hospital for 
such, often necessary, treatment. 
Regarding the assemblymen's 
objections to a four-drawer, stain­ 
less steel morgue which they could 
see no need for, here too is a 
case of jumping the gun before 
investigating the facts. 


Awaits Instructions 
Normally, when a patient dies 
in a hospital, the hospital noti­ 
fies the next of kin and awaits in­ 
structions as to where to send 
the remains. 
Since the children at Eastern 
States School will be patients for 
indefinite periods, it may not be 
possible to reach their families 
as readily as the families of pa­ 
tients in regular hospitals. 
Hence the morgue. 
Assemblymen Hocker and Seltz­ 
er also objected to, what they re­ 
ferred 
to 
as 
“ an 
embalming 
room.” 
For Autopsies 
The “embalming room” is ac­ 
tually a pathology room where 
autopsies can be performed. 
But embalming 
room 
— 
or 
pathology room, call it what you 
will, the facility seems a waste of 
space and money since the hospi­ 
tal does not intend to hire a full­ 
time pathologist. 
Instead of designing the build­ 
ing with such unnecessary rooms 
as a pathology room, an operat­ 
ing room, doctors’ and nurses' 
locker rooms and a scrub room, 
more effort should have been put 
into designing livable-size cottage 
bedrooms for children who may 
possibly spend their entire life 
in its surroundings. 
Living Room Facilities 
Provisions were made for ample 
living room facilities in the cot­ 
tages, but the bedrooms measure 
8 feet by IO feet, give or take a 
few inches. 
Into these 8 by lo bedrooms 
will go a six-foot bed, a four-foot 
by 2'a-foot steel office desk, a 
three-foot-wide bv 2'j-foot steel 
clothes cabinet, plus a desk chair 
and arm chair measuring at least 
two feet square.

The State Highway Department 
will serve eviction notices to dose

home Manor and Middletown, to

way hr a seven-mile 
stretch of highway reconstruction 
on Route I. 
The eviction notices to owners 
of condemned properties will be 
served starting next week, it was 
disclosed. 
In all. about 14 structures will 
have to make way for the road. 
These include houses and busi­ 
nesses. 
Gov. William W. Scranton ap­ 
proved the plan on May 14. 
The reconstruction will be ac­ 
complished in two sections. The 
first will run from City Line to 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike, the 
second from the turnpike to Old 
lincoln Highway in Middletown 
Township. 
The first roadway will be a 
four-lane 
highway, 
eight-tenths 
miles long; the second section will 
be a limited access highway run­ 
ning six miles to the end of the 
present Superhighway in Middle­ 
town Township. 
A center grass strip will sep­ 
arate the highway, similar to that 
on Roosevelt Boulevard. 
Cost of the condemnation and 
removal of the buildings is es­ 
timated at over $1,200,000 with 
half of the cost to be paid by 
the Federal Government. 
In 1960, the Route One Associa­ 
tion, a group of businessmen 
along the route, opposed a plan 
for a limited access highway on 
the grounds that their business 
would suffer great losses if traf 
fie was restricted by a center 
dividing strip. As a result, the 
new highway from city line to 
the turnpike will remain un 
restricted.
